The announcement of the can- 
didates was accompanied by a 
statement or platform on which 
tliey are prepared to go before 
the paople of the community and 
which is appended in full below.. 
The platform, summarized, de- 
clares for representation of the 
community as a whole as opposed 
to special interests, by or for any 
class and for an economic and 
efficient conduct of municipal af- 
fairs. 
The platform also deals' 
with the school situation and de- 
clares for immediate steps, pro- 
visions being made to take care 
of I>anTille's serious school'situa- 
tion before the fall session begins, 
offering a suggested means. The 
nine conncilmen also go on record 
as being opposed to increased tax- 
ation expressing the view that a

'i« very cold it will hold very little 
water. Therefore when it is say zero 
and is saturated with moisture, in oth- 
er words has a relative humidity of 
100 it ia still very low in water con- 
tent. 
When it is heatefi from zero 


to 70 and no water is artificially add- 
ed, the humidity is not much abo.ve 
zero- In zero weather the people live 
indoors in this almost zero humidity 
air most of the time. This combina- 
tion Huntington holds responsible for 
much of the high pneumonia rate in 
cold -weather. 


Variation in temperature of the at- 


mospheric air causes a decrease in 
the pneumonia rate- 
Adrop iri tem- 


perature is better for the health than 
la a rise. Health is best when the 
average temperature of the atmos- 
pheric air day and night is 64 and the 
average relative humidity is 80. 


E. McDowell 
made some 
experi- 


ments on rats to determine the effects 
of a hot and cold wet and dry air on 
pneumonia infection. He found that 
both high and low humidities favor 
Infection with pneumonia. When the 
temperatures ranges between 65 and 
71 the humidity of the air made no 
difference. The bes=t humidity for the 
air he found to be any where between 
44 and 72. When rats are accustomed 
to temperatures of 67 and 71. their 
resistance to pneumonia was lowered 
if they were transferred to air thai 
was kept at S'. But when they had 
become accustomed to 8'. they had 
an increased resistance to the disease 
so long as 'they remained in air at'SS 
degrees provided the humidity was 
kept al 44 to 72. 
McDowell was experimenting with 
rats inoculated in the abdomen with 
pneumonia. What he found may not 
apply exactly to human beings ex- 


phere 
and a hygroceter in your living rooms 
consult them daily.

Delegate XVarren. of Pittsylvania, to- 
day said he believed the change was 
due to the policies oY those adminis- 
tering the "pay-as-you-go" plan. 


"I was opposed to bonding the state 


for the construction of highways," he 
said, "but I feel the sentiment is turn- 
ing toward this plan. I am sorry to 
say this, for I haven't changed my 
position and I still feel under proper 
administration, roads can be built un- 
der the 'pay-as-you-go" plan. 


"The change in sentiment is result- 


ing because the . people want good 
roods and are not getting them. If 
those now administering the 'pay-as- 
you-go' plan had followed the plan as 
Intended we would have roads. As it 
is. the present policy is forcing the 
people to favor bonds/' 


The delegate referred to the action 


of the assembly in voting to repay 
$1,000,000 of the Robertson Act funds 
each year and also to set aside $1,- 
000,000 t othe highway department to 
be used in connecting links In the 
system. 
The passage of these two 


provisions, he said, took this much 
money from the roadbullding pro- 
gram. 
"I was opposed to these provisions."
